REPORT ON SOCIAL SERVICE. 
~ 
re Social Service In General. 

Social Service is applied Christianity. It is following 
the example of our Saviour ‘‘who went about doing 
good.”’ It is exemplifying that pure and undefiled re- 
ligion which visits the fatherless and widows in their af- 
fliction. It is meeting the challenge of love as given in 
I, John 3:17: But whoso hath this world’s goods, and 
seeth his brother have need and shutteth up his bowels 
of compassion from him, how dwelleth the love of ‘ud 
in him? 

Social Service is putting the leaven of the Gospel into 
the whole social lump until society is purified therewith. 
It is the process of weaving into our social fabric the 
warp and woof of Christanity. 

Social Service is that part of our Baptist program 
‘which seeks to deal with crime, immorality, poverty, 
disease and everything that coneern society as a whole. 
It looks beyond the.case of individual need to the cause 
of that need and its effect upon society. 

Social problems must be met and mastered not only by 
the churches as such, but by the Christiin citizenship 
which gathers into and grows out of the churches of 
Jesus Christ. 

Christian wieloune deal with these problems: (1) 
through preventive measures, sanitation, hygiene, law 
enforcement; (2) through corrective measures, prisons, 
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asylums, reformatories ; and (3) through relief measures, 
hospitals, orphanages, Good Will Centers, care of old 
preachers, ete. + 

Every agency that seeks to deal with these problems 
along lines consistent with Baptist principles should have 
the héartiest co-operation of our churches. 

Some such agencies, not under Baptist direction, are as 
follows : ” 


1. Law Enforcement. 


Aside from the local machinery for law enforcement in 
every community, the agencies that . should have the 
fullest sympathy and aid from every loyal Baptist in the 
prosecution of their work are the Anti-Saloon League, 
headed by Dr. T, J. Bailey, Supt., Jackson, and the Fed- 
eral Prohibition Enforcement officers, headed by Mr. M. 
H. Daily, Prohibition Direetor, Jackson. The work of 
these departments cannot be made <effective except 
throug the active co-operation of'the churches. The moral 
stariding of any community depends upon the standards 
fixed by. the churches. No community will have more 
moonshining and bootleggers than is countenanced by the 
churches. | . 

The Federal Prohibition.Director makes the following 
statement in reference to the co-operation received by his 
department from the Baptists of Mississippi: : 

‘‘Qhite a large percentage of the eases made by this of- 
fice have been the direct result of the helpful influence 
and suggestion, coming from the Baptist denomination. 
Its ministers, laymen and Woman’s Missionary Societies 
have been alert to report all infraetions of the law coming 
under their observation. We acknowledge with grateful 
appreciation this splendid service for the enforcement of 
ldéw and-order, and especially thank the ladies of your 
Missionary Societies for their untiring efforts to promote 
the work chargeable to this office. 


‘‘ We earnestly solicit your influence in having Congress 


make adequate appropriation for our work and your eon- 
tinued ¢o-operation in helping to-reduce the cost of bring- 
ing offenders to justice by giving information go definite 
and reliable that violations may be determined and ar- 
rests made with the least possible expense.’’

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2. - Good Will Center. 


Mississippi has but one Good Will Center. This is 
located in the mill distrigt of Meridian. It is directly 
under the management of Miss Millie Mae McLellan, a 
graduate of the Louisville Training School. Miss Me- 
Lellan lives in the Good’ Will Center Home where she has 
one assistant. Together they look aftef this home, where 
they do their own housekeeping, where they have a day 
nursery for children whose mothers work out, and where 
the various clubs of Good Will Center hold their meet- 
ings. The building is not large, but the hall for public 
meetings is commodious and attractive. Miss McLellan 
works out from this Center in all portions of the city. She 
does this by personal Visits, and by the use of the tele- 
phone, which by the way, is one of the most useful imple- 
ments in this part of the city, for it is so placed, that it - 
may be used night and day; and there is scarcely a night 
that hurry calls are not made over it for either physician 
or hospital. 


This report could be made largely statistical; for the 
number of visits made in the interest of God’s work, the 
number of little children cared for, the amount of neces- 
sary clothing given out, the number of pupils taught in 
night schools, the number of boys and girls reached by 
the various clubs, and the number of disheartened wo- 
men who are sent away with words of cheer—all these, 
if enumerated, would run up into the thousands. 


Our Good Will Center is doing God’s service. Let us 
in every way in our power encourage the work. 

The Committee on Finance reports to have received 
$87.79 from the churches and $26.04 from the public of- 
fering. Making a total of $113.83, collected.

BAPTIST ORPHANAGE 


4 We give the following facts about the Baptist Or- 

for the past year, We have had an average of 

70 children during the year. The health of the children 

has been good. We have had no death and only a few 
cases of sickness. 

Our crop has been greatly damaged by the dry weather. 
Our finances are unusually short. We have had to bor- 
row already $2,000 and will likely have to borrow $2,000 
or $3,000 more unless our brethern come up promptly 
with their pledges to the 75 Million Campaign. 

We have had an unusual number of applications for 
the last few weeks and it looks now like we will have to 
run to full capacity next year. - 


We are completing the Superintendent's home, a two- 
stery brick building estmiated to cost $10,000; but by 
doing much of the work ourselves, it will cost much less. 


This buildiég will add much to the Orphanage proper- 
ty it tompletes the general plan of the 
Cenaie ae we had the money laid aside for this 
t hg and I think we will be able to pay for it when it 
is completed. 

I hope our brethern will remember us and help us in: 
our effort to care for our children and enable us to come 
out in good shape this fall.

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CONSTITUTION.

2. This Association shall be composed of Missionary 
Baptist Churghes in Kemper County and such other out- 
lying churches which may feel that they can best promote 
the interests of the Master’s kingdom by membership 
with us. 


3. Each church in this Association shall be entitled 
to two delegates and one additional for each fifty mem-. 
bers above the first fifty, all ordained ministers holding 
membership in or being a pastor of churches in this As- 
sociation shall be seated as delegates. 


4. The officers of this Association shall be a Moderator 
and Clerk-Treasurer, who shall be elected at the begin- 
ning of each annual session of the body; and shall dis- 
charge the-duties incumbent upon such officers. 


5. The purpose of this Association shall be to enlist, 
combine and direct the energies of the sister hood of 
churches in Missions—Home, Foreign and State—Chris- 
tian Edueation, Sunday Schools, Temperance, Hospitals, 
Orphanages, Aged: Ministers’ Relief, and such other in- 
terests as will promote the Master’s. interests among 
men. ; 


6. The Association shall meet annually at a time and 
place designated by the Association in session, or by the 
Moderator in council with the Executive Committee. 


7. The Association shall elect annually one brother - 
from each church of the Association, who together with 
the Moderator and Clerk-Treasufer, shall constitute an 
Executive Committee, whose dutiés shall be to look after 
the interests of thé Association during the iterim of the 
annual meetings of the body. ; 


8. The delegates shall produce letters from their re- 
spective churches certifying to their appointment as dele- 
gates and containing such other information:as may be 
deemed important to the Association and its work. 
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9. This Association admits the right of any church to 


withdraw at any time from this body without giving any 
reason for so doing, and it reserves the right to withdraw 
from and disown any or all churches which depart from 
the principles of this compact by becoming either 
heterodox in faith or disorderly in practice. 


10. This Association may Kave a fund, to be raised by 
voluntary contributions of the churches or individuals, 
which fund shall be placed in the hands of the Treasurer, 
and to be paid out by him on order of the Moderator on 
insireetions from the Association in session or through 


it« 2seeutive’ Committee during the interim in annual 


Sessions, 3 


11. This: body shall be purely advisory in its: purpose 
and work, and shall never in any way usarp the abiiity 
of the churches, or infringe upon the independence and 
individual rights of the churches. ° 


12. This Association shall appoint at each annual ses- 
sion two preachers to prepare and preach at the next meet- 
ing of, the Association, one to preach the Associational 
or introductory sermon, the other to preach on some dis- 
tinetive doctrine of the Baptist demonmination. 


13. This Constitution may be altered or amended as 
experience may dictate, at any annual meeting ; provided 
the proposed alteration or amendment shall have been 
presented to the Association at any annual meeting at 
least one year previous to the act making the change, and 
shall be concurred in by two-thirds of the membership 
present.

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_ ‘ARTICLES OF FAITH. 


1. We believe in one God, the Father, Son'and Holy 
Spirit, Omnipotent, Omnipresent and Omnicient ; co-equal 
and eternal." 


2. We believe that the Scriptures of the Old and New 
Testaments were written by inspiration of God, and that 
they! are our only all-sufficient rule of faith and practice. 


3. We believe in the doctrine of original sin, of total 
depravity, and of man’s inabilitx<to restore himself in the 
favor of God. 


4. We believe that God chose His people in Christ 
Jesus before the foundation of the world, and that they 
are kept by the power of God through faith, unto salva-. 
tion ready to be revealed at the last day. — 


5. We believe that sinners are justified in the sight of ~ 
God by the imputed righteousness of Christ only. 


6. We believe that the Gospel is God’s appointed 
means of calling sinners to the knowledge of the Truth, 
and He has eommanded it to be preached to every. crea- 

-ture; therefore, all are required to obey. 


7. We believe that good yvorks are the fruits of“aith, 
and the only evidence of justification; and that all be- 
lievers will abound therein from a principle of love. 


8. We believe in the resurrection of the dead, the just 
and the unjust; the general judgment; and that the joy 
of the righteous and the punishment of the wicked will 
be eternal. . 


“9 We believe that a visible church of Christ Jesus is 
composed of only baptized believers, covenanted together 
to keep house for the Lord, and carry on His work ac- 
cording to the principles of the New Testament. j; 


10. We believe that Jesus Christ is the only law-giver 
of His Church, and that His government is with the 
Church, each member having ‘equal rights therein. 


11. We believe that Baptism and the Lord 's Bupper are 
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the only ordinances of the Chureh, and are to be con- 
tinued till the second coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. 


12. We believe that the immersin of a believer in water, 
alone is baptism, and can be administered only by those 
duly and regularly set apart by the Church, and that be- 
lievers in Christ are the only proper subjects for the 

_ ordinance. » 
13. We believe that only regular baptized believers, 


who are in full fellowship with the doctrines of the 
ChureA, are eligible partakers of the Lord’s Supper. : 


14. We believe that Salvation is by Grace through 
Faith in the Lord Jesus Christ. 


*..! RULES OF DECORUM. 


1. All meetings of this Association shall be opened 
and elosed with prayer. 


2. The officers of this Association shall hold their posi- 
‘tions till their successors are duly elected. 

2. It shall be the duty of the Moderator to preside 
over the meetings, or call some one to the chair while he 
j speaks on a subject, or absents himself from the chair 
, for cause; he shall appoint all committees, with the sgne- 
- tion of this Assoejation, explain questions, administef re- 
proof when necessary and decide between contending 

claims. He miay vote only in case of tie. {le shall be 
deemed a judge of order and his judgment shall be final 
unless there be some one to appeal from his decision to 
. the Assogiation by two-thirds vote, befre the close of that 
’ partieular session of the meeting. He shall also be chair- 
man of the Executive Committee and preside over its 
:: meetings. 





‘4. The°Clerk-Treasurer shall enroll the names of the

He shall keep a record of the proceedings of each session 
of the body and discharge such other duties as the body 
may direct.

5. Members wishing to speak shall address the Moder- 
ator. Only one member shall be permitted to speak at a 
time, and the one first rising, unless he depart from the 
subject, or indulge in invective. 


6. No member shall be permitted to speak more than 
twice on the same subject except by permission of the As- 
sociation. 


7. No member shall leave the meeting of the Associa-" ~ 
tion without the permission of the Moderator. 


8. ‘Every motion duly seconded, after due discussion, 
shall be put to vote unless it be withdrawn by the mover, 
before another motion is in order. ; 


9. Members shall: use the term Brother in speaking to 
or of each other in the meetings. 4 


10. These rules shall be‘read at each annual session of 
the Association. 


11. These rules may be altered or amended at any an- 
nual session by majority vote of those members present. 


12. Kerfoot’s Parliamentary Practice shall be adopted 
as standard in the,government of this body. + 


13. In all motions coming up for consideration, a ma- 
jority vote shall rule, except in case of an appeal from the 
chair or an amendment to the Constitution, which re- — 
quires two-thirds vote.
